Sharp fighting still

coastal road. The American troops 
in this area must clear the enemy 
from an escarpment overlooking 
the roadway , and are encountering 
strongly -prepared J ap position!.

munique from Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur^ headquarters announced. 
Huge

Russian 
front 
previously —have 
changed 
considerably since they left their 
train on a siding two miles from 
the Trinidad prisoner of war camp 
a y ear ago and trudged up the 
winding 
road 
under 
guard 
of 
American MP's to the camp, loca­ 
ted atop a Colorado plateau. 
That 
was noted when I 
just 
visited Camp Trinidad, in contrast 
to my first tour of the camp last 
Summer, about tw*o months after 
the first prisoners had arrived.

AN ALEUTIAN BASE. May 31 
—The American public had 
the 
warning of Vice Admiral Frank 
J ack Fletcher today that many 
more Yankee Uvea will have to be 
sacrificed as the nation's armed 
forces battle their way nearer to 
Toky o, 
Admiral 
Fletcher, 
commander 
of American forces in the North 
Pacific, spoke at Memorial 
Day 
services honoring heroic dead of 
the Aleutian campaign. 
Speaking before hundreds of sol­ 
diers and sailors at a tiny ceme­ 
tery on this island base, Admiral 
Fletcher said: 
“ We are engaged in the cruelist, 
toughest war in the 
history 
of 
mankind—faced by fierce, relent­ 
less enemies who are savagely ef­ 
ficient. We accept the fact that 
as our operations ex tend farther 
w-estw'ard, attacking 
the 
home­ 
land of our enemies, many more 
of our comrades will join 
these 
men we are honoring today ." 
While a 21-gun salute was fired 
and swift fighter planes 
darted 
overhead in the form of a cross, 
all graves in the cemetery were 
decorated, not omitting the final 
resting place of a foreman. 
One 
J apanese killed in the fighting on 
Attu was buried by the side of 
American dead, and his grave was 
similarly honored. 
Like ceremonies were held 
st 
other cemeteries along the Aleu­ 
tian chain for fallen soldiers and 
sailors.

NEW YORK, May 31—The J ap­ 
anese radio, in the first enemy ad­ 
mission of the American invasion 
of the Schouten islands, declared 
today that “ severe fighting is now 
in progress." 
The broadcast, beamed to North 
America and heard by U, S gov­ 
ernment monitors, claimed that 
“ so far" the Nipponese air force 
has sunk one Allied cruiser, a 
transport, “ six or seven amphib­ 
ious trucks and other vessels.” 
Three 
warships, 
including 
one 
“ large vessel,” and three amphib­ 
ian trucks were damaged and set 
afire, the J aps claimed. 
There was absolutely no confir­ 
mation of J ap claims from official 
Allied source*. 


WASHINGTON, May 31—The 
Aircraft Production Board report­ 
ed in a pre-invasion summary to­ 
day that the United States has 
produced 
171,257 
planes 
since 
Pearl Harbor and is continuing to 
roll them off the assembly lines at 
a rate tw*o and one-half times the 
Ax is output. 
Charles E. Wilson, chairman of 
the 
aircraft 
board, 
and 
T. 
P. 
Wright, director of the aircraft 
resources control office, estimated 
the total United States output for 
19 44 at 100,000 planes costing ap­ 
prox imately twenty -one million 300 
thousand dollars — 31 percent of 
the total 
expenditures 
for muni­ 
tions this y ear. 
In the first four months of 19 44, 
the aircraft industry turned out 
35,009 planes, hitting a wartime 
peak of 9 ,117 in March and then 
levelling off to 8,343 in April. 
By comparison, the monthly out­ 
put of aircraft by J apan is esti­ 
mated at between 1,000 and 1,400 
while Germany ’s current produc­ 
tion is believed to be 1.800 planes. 
The 
APB report estimated 
that 
the Nazis are now* producing only 
75 percent of their peak 19 42 out­ 
put—27,000 planes. 
Intensive bombings, the two of­ 
ficial* said, has greatly hindered 
German production, particularly in 
{ respect to fighter aircraft. They 
J estimated that more than 40 per­ 
cent of Germany ’s fighter produc­ 
tion has been knocked out by Al­ 
lied blockbusters. 
Tracing 
the 
development 
of 
United States plane produ ction, 
I the 
APB recalled 
that in 
19 36, 
Germany was producing more than 
five 
planes for 
every one 
this 
country 
turned out. In 
J anuary , 
19 40, the United States bu ilt oniy 
267 planes. By early 19 42, how­ 
ever, 
American 
production out­ 
stripped the Nazis. 
The combined plane output of 
the 
United States and 
Britain 
since the outbreak of war in Eur­ 
ope totals approx imately 300,000 
against 110,000 produced by Ger­ 
many and an estimated 
41,000 
built by J apan. However, Germany 
is believed to have started the war 
with a stockpile of about 24,000 
planes. 
The APB report said 77 percent 
of the 
current 
monthly aircraft 
output of the United States con­ 
sists of combat planes, while com­ 
bat transport craft together com­ 
prise 
about 87 
percent of the 
total. 
Four percent are 
special 
purpose 
ty pes and nine 
percent 
are trainers—contrasted to 19 41 
when 
trainers accounted for 
48 
percent of production.

Getting all aet for the War'Bond Driv e?

Charles E. Wilson, executiv e v ice chair­ 
man of the W ar Production Board and a 
fine pub lic serv ant— a story which I now 
find has done him an injustice. 
The story was that, ov er a year ago, 
during the heat of the 
W ar 
Production 
Board row b etween 
the 
Wilson-NelsOn 
forces 
and 
Hie 
Army-Nav y-Eb erstadt 
forces. Wilson prob ab ly b y accident had 
picked up, with a new' long-distance lis­ 
tening dev ice, a conv ersation 
in 
which 
Bernie Baruch, Undersecretary of War 
Patterson, Undersecretary of 
the 
Nav y 
Forrestal and others were critical of tile 
WPB and of the President. 
Chief point and occasion for the story 
was that the President was a 
forgiv ing 
person and had appointed Forrestal Sec­ 
retary of the Nav y despite the fact that 
he knew' ab out this critical conv ersation. 
This main point, howev er, seems to hav e 
b een ob scured in all the speculation as to 
whether priv ate conv ersations can b e safe 
in the future. So further elucidation is in 
order. 
First, howev er, the main point I want 
to make here is that I now find Mr. Wil­ 
son did not use any long-distance listening 
dev ice or any other dev ice to listen in on 
the ab ov e conv ersation. This 
colmunist 
has often paid trib ute to Mr. Wilson and 
is delighted to take this opportunity to do 
so again, and to say that, if any false im­ 
pressions were giv en, it 
is 
deeply 
re­ 
gretted. Mr. Wilson had ab solutely noth­ 
ing to do with the incident. 
He informs me that his former 
com­ 
pany, General Electric, has not dev eloped 
any long-distance electronic listening de­ 
v ice. Nev ertheless, other people hav e, so 
it looks as if the priv acy of 
the 
nation 
might not b e too sacrosanct in the future. 
One phase of the idea was first dev el­ 
oped in Hollywood when mov ie companies 
wanted to take a long-distance angle -shot 
and did not want the microphone to ap­ 
pear in the picture. So they used a direc­ 
tional b eam microphone which can pick 
up conv ersations a short distance away. 
The radio companies dev eloped the idea 
further for b aseb all games in 
order 
to 
focus the microphone on first or third b ase 
from the roof of the stadium and pick up 
an argument with Hie umpire. This dev ice 
will not work at long distances. 
Howev er, electronic experts say it 
i 3 
possib le to focus a microphone from the 
top of a fairly tall New York b uilding and 
pick up conv ersations in the street b elow. 
Also, a most unique listening dev ice is 
reported to hav e b een dev eloped b y Col. 
H. O. Bixb y, now of the U. S. Signal Corps, 
who also dev eloped amazing underwater 
listening dev ices. By a small microphone 
placed in a b ook or a b riefcase and w ith­ 
out any wires, it is reported that conv er­ 
sations can b e transmitted to a receiv ing 
set some distance away. This dev ice was 
dev eloped outside the Signal Corps and, 
if the Army is using this or a similar de­ 
v ice today, it remains a military secret. 
So what with radar and telev ision, we 
may soon b e walking around, b oth listen­ 
ing in and watching people at the other 
end of the b lock. 
Regarding the transcript of the critical 
Baruch-Forrestal-Patterson 
conv ersation, 
there is no question b ut that 
this 
hap­ 
pened. Their conv ersation was 
reported 
and the general content of it reached the 
White House, although b y whom and how 
will hav e to remain one of those Wash­

medical prob lems. Some of these 
are plain for all to see and con­ 
sider—the cripples, the b lind, the 
nerv ous wrecks among the v et­ 
erans of comb at. Numerically they 
would hardly justify my estimate 
of a third of ail postwar prob lems 
b eing medical. 
But there is another, leas ob ­ 
v ious and much more numerous, 
group of medical liab ilities who 
will come out of the war. 
They 
are in b oth comb at and civ ilian 
groups. They may not realize for 
a long time what the war has done 
to them. But still sub tly and per­ 
haps to therti unaccountab ly it will 
hav e changed their whole liv es. 
As an example of thia is a re­ 
port I hav e b efore me b y Lieut. 
(J. G.) J. C. Howard, M. D. on 
tests of hearing made on men who 
hav e seen comb at serv ice. 
It is 
b y no means a cheerful account 
The conclusion is that post-war 
America has an excellent chance 
of b eing in part a hard-of-hearing 
America, 
b ecause 
of 
acoustic 
traum a. 
It appliea to those who 
hav e gone to work in war industry 
as well as to those in the armed 
forces. And it thus hits particu­ 
larly the young adult b etween the 
ages of 18 and 35 who in the past 
has b een particularly free of au­ 
ditory difficulties. 
Damage of Nnia* 
Damage to hearing from the as­ 
saults of noise has m the past 
l>een identified b y the medical pro­ 
fession with certain trades—such 
as b oiler makers, riv eters, b lasters 
and those make up only a frac­ 
tional part of the population. 
The damage to hearing in thia 
group 1* mainly in the higher fre­ 
quencies, starting ab ov e 3,000, 
which means deafness for high 
tones, b ut in the course of time 
this spreads fanwise on the chart 
until it reaches the lev el of con­ 
v ersational ranges. 
World War I had little effect 
on the hearing of the memb ers of 
the armed forces. 
It was short 
and comparativ ely not so v ery 
noisy. 
The English, French and 
German troops showed 
a good

deal more' loss than ours. 
Thia 
war has increased the pace of 
mechanical warfare and with it 
noise. Besides, altitude flying adds 
its b urden as well as the b aromet­ 
ric pressure of sub marine exist­ 
ence. 
Protectiv e Dev ices 
Studies in the hearing acuity of 
the personnel of airplane and sub ­ 
marine serv ices show that the 
amount of damage depends on the 
ab ility of the indiv idual's hearing 
apparatus to stand pressure, the 
amount of exposure, and, b est 
lesson of all, the amount of rest 
b etween periods of duty. The use 
of protectiv e dev ices is also a 
factor. 
“Trap shooter’s ear” has b een 
so designated b y sportsmen fa­ 
miliar with the situation. Thetrap- 
shooter is hard of hearing in the 
ear that is next to the gun. The 
same phenomenon is found in ma­ 
chine gunners and those using the 
ordinary army rifle. The b ig gun 
crews get it in b oth ears. 
In the 
news reels you see the gunners at 
the discharge of a b ig gun holding 
their mouths open: this is plain 
common sense and experience as 
well as the result of instruction 
in protection. 
It equalizes the 
pressure on the middle ear through 
the Eustachian tub e. 
The prolonged use of quinine 
for those in malarial countries 
also does the hearing apparatus 
no good. 
The onset of diminished hearing 
due to these cau-cs is gradual and 
often unrealized b y the indiv idual. 
Lieut. Howard found on examin­ 
ing men picked b y chance, not b e­ 
cause they complained of loss of 
hearing, that at first the acuity 
w as dimmed for frequencies ab ov e 
4,000 (coin-click) and seldom got 
so b ad that it was diminished for 
the low tones (whispered v oice). 
The radio, mov ie and telev ision 
world may well take these findings 
into account. 
The high tones— 
screams and the like—will b e lost 
on much of the post-war popula­ 
tion.

APPRAISING the value of your 
cards is called “ hand valuation.” 
Telling your partner what you 
hold is by meant of your bidding 
system. Most good players now­ 
adays bld in about the same way, 
using what is usually called "nat­ 
ural" bidding That is not only the 
easiest kind to learn, but it is high 
in efficiency, and furthermore, is 
the foundation for the unnatural 
or '’artificial” systems 
So let's 
consider natural bidding 
To tell what you hold, you must 
first know the meanings attached 
to bids by the players you are 
sure to have as partners—-and 
opponents — most of the time. 
Practically all are agreed that a 
sound opening bid of a suit, such 
as I-Club or 1-Heart, should not 
be made unless a hand contains a 
bit better than two high card de­ 
fensive 
tricks, 
usually 
called 
"quick tricks” or "honor tricks" 
The simplest way to count them 
ti to have at least a total of two 
made up of these combinations 
A-K, 2. A-Q, 1 4 . A, I. K-Q, I. 
and K-x . 4 The "x ” means any 
low card or cards The "bit better 
than two" can consist of an ex tra 
half trick, or a Q-J, or a couple of 
Q’» Your hand also should have 
a number of other qualities if you 
make a bld, so that, lf you wind 
up as the declarer, you may ex ­ 
pect to take your share of the 
number of tricks for which you 
bid. Your high cards are more 
valuable then, because you do not 
provide 
against 
their 
being 
trumped by the opponents after 
two rounds You then will usually 
count on three high-card trick* 
being taken in any suit in which 
you have that many 
card s. So you 
can value your high 
card s on a 
different basis Don't try to mem­ 
orize these, but look them over:

Those values are the one* which 
the cards will have, on the aver­ 
age. in actual play, if you or your 
partner should become the declar­ 
er They are based on a funda­ 
mental rule of play, about which 
you will hear more later. It la 
this: An honor combination usual­ 
ly has a greater value when led 
toward than when led from. For 
instance, if there is an ace-queen 
in your hand and you lead one of 
those cards, you probably will 
take only one trick. But you would 
ex pect to lead toward the combi­ 
nation from the other hand. 
When you do that, lf the first 
opponent plays a low card, you 
put In the queen, which will win 
a trick if the first opponent had 
the king, but not if the second 
one h as it. Hence, half of the time 
you will get two tricks with th# 
ace-queen and half of the time 
only one, Its average being 
1 4 
trick*. 
In that same fashion, leading 
toward a guarded king, you get 
a trick with it if the first oppo­ 
nent has the ace and none if the 
second has. So its average is a 
half By leading toward the other 
combination shown, you will in 
the long run average the 
num­ 
ber of tricks stated after each. 
Study them and see why. A king- 
jack plus a small card or cards, 
for instance, will thus take two 
tricks if the first opponent has 
both the ace and queen and none 
lf the second one has both, hence 
the average is one trick. Remem­ 
bering how to value them will en­ 
able you to do it at the table, 
without memorizing all of th ass 
figures.

medical problems. Some of these 
are plain for all to see and con­ 
sider—the cripples, the blind, the 
nervous wrecks among the vet­ 
erans of combat. Numerically they 
would hardly justify my estimate 
of a third of all postwar problems 
being medical. 
But there is another, less ob­ 
vious and much more numerous, 
group of medical liabilities who 
will come out of the war. 
They 
are in both combat and civilian 
groups. They may not realize for 
a long time what the war has done 
to them. But still subtly and per­ 
haps to theih unaccountably it will 
have changed their whole lives. 
As an example of this is a re­ 
port I have before me by Lieut 
(J. G.) J. C. Howard, M. D. on 
tests of hearing made on men who 
have seen combat service. 
It is 
by no means a cheerful account 
The conclusion is that post-war 
America has an excellent chance 
of being in part a hard-of-hearirig 
America, because of 
accoustic 
traum a. 
It applies to those who 
have gone to work in w ar industry 
as well as to those in the armed 
forces. 
And it thus hits particu­ 
larly the young adult between the 
ages of 18 and 35 who in the past 
has been particularly free of au­ 
ditory difficulties. 
Damage of Noise 
Damage to hearing from the as­ 
saults of noise has rn the past 
been identified by the medical pro­ 
fession with certain trades—such 
as boiler makers, riveters, blasters 
and those make up only a frac­ 
tional part of the population. 
The damage to hearing in this 
group Is mainly in the higher fre­ 
quencies, starting above 3.000, 
which means deafness for high 
tones, but in the course of time 
this spreads fanwise on the chart 
until it reaches the level of con­ 
versational ranges. 
World War I had little effect 
on the hearing of the members of 
the armed forces. 
It was short 
and comparatively not so very 
noisy. 
The English, French and 
German troops showed s good 


deal more loss than ours. 
This 
war has increased the pace of 
mechanical warfare and with it 
noise. Besides, altitude flying adds 
its burden as well as the baromet­ 
ric pressure of submarine exist­ 
ence. 
Protective Devices 
Studies in the hearing acuity of 
the personnel of airplane and sub­ 
marine services show that the 
amount of damage depends on the 
ability of the individual’s hearing 
apparatus to stand pressure, the 
amount of exposure, and, best 
lesson of all, the amount of rest 
between periods of duty. The use 
of protective devices is also s 
factor. 
“Trap shooter’s ear" has been 
so designated by sportsmen fa­ 
miliar with the situation. The trap* 
shooter is hard of hearing in the 
ear that is next to the gun. The 
fame phenomenon is found in ma­ 
chine gunners and those using the 
ordinary army rifle. The big gun 
crews get it in both ears. In the 
news reels you sec* the gunners at 
the discharge of a big gun holding 
their mouths open: this is plain 
common sense and experience as 
well as the result of instruction 
in protection. 
It equalizes the 
pressure on the middle ear through 
the Eustachian tube. 
The prolonged use of quinine 
for those in malarial countries 
also does the hearing apparatus 
no good. 
The onset of diminished hearing 
due to these cau-es is gradual and 
often unrealized by the individual. 
Lieut. Howard found on examin­ 
ing men picked by chance, not be­ 
cause they complained of loss of 
hearing, that at first the acuity 
was dimmed for frequencies above 
4,000 (coin-click) and seldom got 
so bad that it was diminished for 
the low tones (whispered voice). 
The radio, movie and television 
world may well take these findings 
into account 
The high tones— 
screams and the like—will be lost 
on much of the post-war popula­ 
tion.

LEARY BRIDGE FAST 
8—The Value of Curds 
APPRAISING the value of your 
cards is called “hand valuation.” 
Telling your partner what you 
hold is by means of your bidding 
system. Most good players now- 
i adays bid in about the same way, 
j using what is usually called "nst- 
1 ural ' bidding. That is not only the 
easiest kind to learn, but it is high 
in efficiency, and furthermore, is 


I the foundation for the unnatural 
j or “artificial” systems So let s 
consider natural bidding 
To tell what you hold, you must 
first know the meanings attached 
to bids by the players you are 
sure to have as partners—and 
opponents — most of the time. 
Practically all are agreed that a 
sound opening bid of a suit, such 
as I-Club or 1-Heart, should not 
be made unless a hand contains a 
bit better than two high card de­ 
fensive 
tricks, 
usually 
called 
“quick tricks” or “honor tricks ” 
The simplest way to count them 
Is to have at least a total of two 
made up of these combinations 
A K. 2. A-Q, 1 4 ; A, 1; H Q. I. 
and K-x, 4 The “x” means any 
low card or cards The “bit better 
than two" can consist of an extra 
half trick, or a Q-J, or a couple of 
Q's Your hand also should have 
a number of other qualities tf you 
make a bid, so that, if you wind 
up as the declarer, you may ex­ 
pect to take your share of the 
number of tricks for which you 
bid. Your high cards are more 
valuable then, because you do not 
provide 
against 
their 
being 
trumped by the opponents after 
two rounds. You then will usually 
count tm three high-card tricks 
being taken in any suit in which 
you have that many cards So you 
can value your high cards on a 
different basis. Don’t try to mem­ 
orise these, but look them over:

Those values are the ones which 
the cards will have, on the aver* 
age, in actual play, if you or your 
partner should become th* declar­ 
er They are based on a funda­ 
mental rule of play, about which 
you will hear more later. It is 
this: An honor combination usual­ 
ly has a greater value when led 
toward than when led from. For 
Instance, if there Is an ace-queen 
in your hand and you lead one of 
those cards, you probably will 
take only one trick. But you would 
expect to lead toward the combi­ 
nation from the other hand 
When you do that, if the first 
opponent plays a low card, you 
put In the queen, which will win 
a trick if the first opponent had 
the king, but not if the second 
one has it. Hence, half of the time 
you will get two tricks with the 
ace-queen and half of the time 
only one, its average being 14 
tricks 
In that same fashion, leading 
toward a guarded king, you get 
a trick with it if the first oppo­ 
nent has the ace and none if the 
second has. So its average is a 
half By leading toward the other 
combination shown, you will in 
the long run average the 
num­ 
ber of tricks stated after each. 
Study them and see why. A king- 
jack plus a small card or cards, 
for Instance, will thus take two 
tricks if the first opponent has 
both the ace and queen and none 
if the second one has both, hence 
the average is one trick. Remem­ 
bering how to value them will en­ 
able you to do it at the table, 
without memorizing all of thcss 
figures.
